Rain and Slop at Aqueduct; 
Battlefield and the Shevlin © 


New 


During its first eight days, Aqueduct 
was running materially behind the 1950 
spring meeting in attendance, and some- 
what behind it in betting. This was, how- 
ever, the result of as calamitous a set of 
weather as Long Island has been able to 
put together in some time. Not much of 
the actual racing has been conducted in 
rain, though a great deal of it has been 
in slop, but on a good many days, in- 
cluding the two Saturdays, conditions 
around noon were enough to start a man 
to looking for a boat. There must be a 
few people who do not mind losing their 
money but are reluctant to slosh around 
in the rain to do it, and these have stayed 
at home, or at least they didn’t come to 
Aqueduct. On June 30, however, the 
crowd count was 29,045, and this was 
only about 400 fewer than came out on 
the second Saturday last year, when the 
day was clear. The program this year 
began in a pelting rainstorm, and_ it 
seemed remarkable to me that even in a 
city of the size of New York, there should 
be 29,000 so careless of their comfort or 
welfare. 

Another factor may be that this year 
Aqueduct is running in opposition to Mon- 
mouth Park, which is close enough to 
draw a good deal of trade from Manhat- 
tan. How much this matters I really can’t 
say. The last time I looked, an average 
of perhaps 1,200 people were going from 
New York on the special trains and by 
boat, but how many of them would have 
been otherwise at a Long Island track 
isn’t sure. The guess here is that if Aque- 
duct gets good weather it will make up 
its early losses, and if it doesn’t it won’t. 

A minor help will come with the closing 
of Delaware Park on July 4. Delaware 
doesn’t draw many customers from the 
New York area, but it drew a good many 
of the better horses, and it left steeple- 
chasing in New York pretty helpless. 
Aqueduct has drawn some fair fields of 
hurdlers, which I take to be horses that 
can’t run on the flat or really jump either, 
but it’s steeplechases have filled very 
badly. Even good jumping races don’t add 
much to the handle, but every little bit 
helps. 


BATTLE. There is a growing suspicion 
here that horses like grass. A few years 
ago Morris Dixon used to keep Poly- 
nesian in line by taking him down to his 
farm at Newtown Square between races; 


the horse would get sour and refuse to 
train if he were kept at the track. This 
year, after Counterpoint had been rather 
thoroughly beaten in his important early 
races, Sylvester Veitch got to taking him 
out to C. V. Whitney’s Long Island farm 
and letting him run about a bit, and 
Counterpoint expressed his thanks in the 
Peter Pan and Belmont Stakes. 

In his first race this year George D. 
Widener’s Battlefield ran rather unwill- 
ingly, and he trained with even less grace, 
so that Bert Mulholland let up on him, 
even at the price of missing the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness Stakes. Eventually 
he also got a rest and a vacation from 
the track, at his owner’s Erdenheim Farm 
near Philadelphia. I’ve seldom seen a colt 
run with more willingness or with better 
courage than Battlefield did in the Shevlin 
Stakes last Saturday. 

The Shevlin isn’t an important race, 
though its $15,150 in first money is worth 
picking up, and I’m not sure how good 
a horse Alerted is, though he’s a steady 
one, finishing in the money in 16 of his 
19 starts this year and placing in seven 
stakes in addition to winning one minor 
one. 

But Battlefield, under 123 pounds, 
hooked up with Alerted, under 112, just 
before they reached the top of the stretch. 
As you may know, Aqueduct has the long- 
est stretch in the nation—1,520 feet, ac- 
cording to the Racing Manual—and Alert- 
ed and Battlefield fought it out all the 


way down. Battlefield was on the inside, ~ 


where the slop was deepest, and though

Earl Gross, on Alerted, did not do any- 
thing he shouldn't, he gave Battlefield 
exactly what the law demanded in the 
way of room, and not an inch more. If 
there had been the faintest touch of dog 
in either colt, this fight would certainly 
have brought it out. As it was they both 
went willingly to the finish, Battlefield 
winning by some three inches, and the 
time was the fastest in the Shevlin since 
Jacomar, under 111 pounds, set the track 
record of 1:4244 in the 1940 renewal, 
on a fast track. 

Things of greater moment, no doubt, 
were going on at Delaware, with Busanda 
adding considerably to her stature in the 
Newcastle Handicap, but I would have 
been sorry to have missed the Shevlin; it 
was as pretty a fight as I’ve seen for some 
time. 

There was a certain disappointment in 
the performance of A. H. Warner’s Lori- 
dale; his jockey said afterward that he 
thought the *Rustom Sirdar colt didn’t 
like the mud. I’m not so sure the excuse 
is valid, for as the time indicates and as 
previous experience has shown, Aqueduct 
doesn’t actually get muddy. There’s so 
much sand in it that horses can always 
get a fair purchase on the strip, even 
when it’s drenched. Loridale had made 
most of his reputation at Suffolk Downs, 
though he had beaten some fair horses 
in an allowance race at Belmont. He 
came to the Shevlin off four straight vic- 
tories, and in his five earlier starts this 
year he had been second four times. He 
ran second through the early furlongs, 
until Battlefield moved into that spot, and 
then faded away completely in the stretch, 
where the going was certainly no worse 
than in the back stretch. 

Incidentally the race displayed some- 
thing I’ve seen before. It is an article of 
faith with most riders that you keep off 
the rail in wet going, on the theory that 
it’s deeper there. If a track is badly 
graded there’s no doubt that this is true. 
But if everybody stays off the inside, it 
doesn’t get cut up. Scurlock, handling 
Battlefield for the first time, evidently is 
a heretic, for he got the colt on the rail 
and there he stayed, passing four horses, 
all on the inside. If somebody had thought 
to shut this hole anywhere in the first six 
furlongs, I doubt if he would have made 
it. After that there wasn’t any hole to 
shut, for Battlefield had gone into it. 
Seems to me I remember Grand Slam 
winning an Arlington Futurity, after get- 
ting left. just because everybody else 
stayed politely out from the rail.

X-RAY TREATMENTS FOR LEG INJURIES 


Calcium Deposits and Scar Tissues Are Reduced 
And Dissipated Through Breakdown of Corpuscles 


a successful treatment of leg trou- 
bles resulting from bowed tendons, 
calcium deposits, and similar conditions 
affecting race horses is being carried on 
by means of radiotherapy by a California 
veterinarian, Myron Thom, B.S.. D.V.M., 
of Pasadena. 


Almost immediate relief of pain, and 
prompt reduction of swelling, is obtained 
by the use of a specially installed 220,000 
volt X-ray machine. 


Dissipation of calcium deposits and so- 
called bone growths following an injury 
is accomplished by the treatment. Scar 
tissue built up by firing or other causes 
to an extent where it interferes with the 
mobility of a joint may be successfully 
dissipated by X-ray treatment. 


In the past year and a half, a number 
of Thoroughbreds running on California 
tracks have received this treatment. A 
horse which had won $5,800 up to the 
time he suffered a leg injury was treated 
by this means and has returned to the 
track to roll up another $47,000. A horse 
treated for a bad knee last July has been 
winning consistently since his return to 
the track. A 9-year-old, after treatment, 
won 12 out of 24 starts, and was in the 
money 18 times. 


“We do not claim that other methods 
of treatment cannot accomplish the same 
results,” explains Dr. Thom, “but we have 
found that the horse recovers from his 
injury more quickly following treatment 
by irradiation. 

“In one way, the treatment may almost 
be said to be too quickly effective. With 
the pain relieved and swelling reduced, 
trainers are tempted to cut short the 
time that should be allowed for complete 
recovery. 

“Although the period of convalescence 
is considerably shortened under X-ray 
treatment, it is important that the horse 
be given a period of rest and easy exer- 
cise. The length of this period will vary 
according to the nature and extent of the 
injury. Returning a horse to the track too 
soon may cause a recurrence of the in- 
jury.” 

Dr. Thom points out that the X-ray 
treatments cannot be given indiscriminate- 
ly. The usual course consists of five con- 
secutive daily treatments, for which a 
charge of $150 is made. This charge also 
covers X-ray pictures and boarding and

care, including prescribed exercise of the 
horse during the five days. In severe cases, 
the horse is sometimes returned for 
further treatment at the end of three or 
four months, but since the effects of the 
rays are cumulative, successive applica- 
tions must be carefully spaced. 


A horse can stand about 1.8 times as 
much X radiation as a human. In con- 
sidering the amount to be used in a given 
case, the horse’s age is considered—young 
horses can stand less than older ones—as 
well as the nature of the injury. Severe 
and chronic conditions are more effective- 
ly treated by smaller dosages, usually 
spread over a longer period of time. The 
texture and condition of the skin must 
also be considered. In some cases where 
the injury had been painted with iodine 
or similar metalic preparations, the hair 
has shed off and the new hair has come 
in white. This is the only known adverse 
effect caused directly or indirectly by the 
X-rays. 

The action of X-rays on the causes of 
inflammation and swelling may be de- 
scribed as follows: 

First, an influx of white corpuscles 
(leucocytes and lymphocytes) occurs at 
the point of damage. Since these are the 
most radio-sensitive of all cells, small 
doses of X-rays will cause them to break 
down, but will not have any appreciable 
effect on other cells. 

Breaking down the white corpuscles 
speeds up the release of protective sub- 
stances contained by them. and makes 
these substances more available for de- 
fense than they were in the intact cells. 
This accomplishes the rapid absorbtion 
and destruction of waste or harmful ma- 
terials. 

Increased circulation of blood to the 
affected area accompanies the application 
of X-rays. 

Other methods such as firing, blister- 
ing, or even radium increase the circula- 
tion, but they lack the penetration obtain- 
ed by the use of the big X-ray machine. 

“Radium is very penetrating.” explains 
Dr. Thom, “but not in the amounts ordi- 
narily available to our use. One or two 


hundred milligrams or radium can _ be 
used successfully in those lesions that 
are close to the surface of the leg. Also, 
if radium is applied for long intervals 
over the entire length of the area involved. 
geod results can be expected in the treat- 
ment of bowed tendons. Radium also has 
the advantage that it can be taken to the 
animal, while the animal must be taken 
to the X-ray machine.” 

Radium needles are set in small, round 
blocks of lead which must be bandaged 
to the horse’s leg and moved frequently 
to cover the required area. The difficul- 
ty of keeping the heavy block securely in 
place, and the risk of exposure run by 
the operator, make the use of radium less 
satisfactory than the X-ray machine. 

A standard and very important part of 
Dr. Thom’s treatment is* the making of 
radiographs (X-ray pictures) at the start 
of the course. At least two pictures are 
made of any leg that gives any indication 
of soreness. Special care is taken to get 
pictures showing the condition of the 
sesamoid bones. It has been found that 
the ankles are often the seat of trouble 
when the cause is hard to determine. 
Totally unsuspected conditions are some- 
times shown up by the radiographs. One 
top horse was discovered to have been 
running with a vertical crack of consid- 
erable size in one of the bones in his leg. 


The most striking evidence produced 
by the radiographs is that, except for 
fractures, there is seldom any injury to 
the bone at the point of swelling. Small 
spurs or sacs of calcium are often found 
at this point but the bone itself is usually 
intact. 

In the early stages, these calcium de- 
posits are the consistency of toothpaste. 
They later become gritty, and harden into 
a porous mass. The action of the X-rays 
causes the dissipation of these masses. 

Similarly, scar tissue is reduced and 
dissipated. A Standardbred, winner of a 
number of top stakes, had lost all mo- 
bility in one ankle because of an accumu- 
lation of scar tissue as a result of re- 
peated firings. X-ray treatments have re- 
stored the ankle to normal, and the horse 
will be back on the track when the season 
opens. 

Dr. Thom’s X-ray machine is installed 
at the H and C ranch of O. D. Harbert 
and W. G. Chewning at Covina, Calif. 
The 1,100-pound machine is installed on a 
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special mounting designed by General 
Electric for industrial use in the X-raying 
of forgings and castings. An electric hoist 
raises and lowers the boom on which the 
machine is mounted. The X-ray unit may 
be moved along the boom by hand. It is 
balanced so the operator can turn or 
tilt it to follow the movement of the 
horse’s leg. An area larger than the af- 
fected part is treated. 


The animal to be treated is held in 
place by a framework of sturdy timbers 
at the height of his chest. The room in 
which he stands is lined with lead to pre- 
vent the penetration of X-rays to other 
areas. Ranch manager L. Nichols, who 
handles the horse during the treatment, 
stands behind a_ lead-covered screen 
while the machine is in operation. 


A small darkroom is fitted up adjacent 
to the machine. The rest of the building 
is largely given over to stalls to accommo- 
date horses sent in for treatment. 

Total cost of the machine, installed, 
was about $10,000. Its high voltage is 
needed to obtain proper penetration, since 
the machine must be kept at some dis- 
tance from the horse’s leg. This type of 
installation, enabling the horse to be 
treated with a minimum of restraint, will 
be used by the University of California’s 
School of Veterinary Medicine at Davis. 
Calif., where a similar machine is being 
installed. 

X-ray machines for the treatment of 
large animals at Iowa State College and 
the University of Pennsylvania are in- 
stalled on overhead tracks above large- 
animal operating tables. This method re- 
quires the immobilization and probable 
anesthetization of the animal. 

Dr. Thom received his training at 
Washington State College. He has been 
using radiotherapy in the treatment of 
small animals since 1938, and attained 
a national reputation for his success in 
the relief of cancer in dogs. Practically 
everything written on the subject of radi- 
ology for animals has been authored by 
Dr. Thom. He is co-author of the text- 
book Radiology in Small Animal Practice. 
He has given accounts of his work in this 
field before state and national veterinary 
medical associations, illustrating his talks 
with slides made from radiographs of 
actual cases. He caps his technical evi- 
dence with proof which any horseman 
can readily appreciate by showing slides 
giving the racing records of horses after 
treatment.

The Irish Horse gives brief running ac- 
counts of the more important racing in 
Ireland and in an amazing number of 
other countries. Its emphasis is always on 
the Irish sources of success, and these, 
of course, are plentiful in most countries. 
The new volume notes with considerable 
pride that in 1950, for the first time, Irish- 
bred horses won, at home and abroad, 
more than a million pounds (£1,175,202). 
*Noor, with his victories over Citation in 


rich California handicaps, was the leading 
contributor to this total. 

The value of the series is largely as a 
permanent reference, since it includes 
pedigrees of the best Irish-bred horses, 
many pages of statistics, and a compre- 
hensive list, with index, of bloodstock 
sales in Ireland and England, along with 
other interesting and valuable features. 
Since English and Irish breeding are al- 
most inseparable, and together have pro- 
vided foundations for Thoroughbred pro- 
duction in all other countries, The Irish 
Horse is an important item in any racing 
library.

THE LONG-ARMED STARTING GATE 


Does It Straighten Out the Starts, 
Or Does It Handicap the Faster Horses? 


Los ANGELES 


Maurice Bernard, a fellow ink-stained 
wretch in the press box at southern 
California tracks, has been conducting a 
one-man crusade in print against the ex- 
tensions used on the starting gate at Hol- 
lywood Park. In point of years of serv- 
ice, he is the oldest, and also perhaps the 
ablest, Turf writer in these parts, and he 
isn’t given either to criticism or praise 
unless he honestly feels one or the other 
is due. 


But the gate extensions have become a 
fetish with him. He is one of those stu- 
dents of racing who love, above all else, 
speed in a horse, and it is his conviction 
that the extensions lessen the chances of 
the fast breakers. The slow breakers and 
the horses that come out of the gate at an 
average clip are not, he reasons, bothered 
by the extensions. But the quick horses, 
according to his theory, bang into one side 
or another of the extensions, and instead 
of getting to the top they often find them- 
selves in the embarassing position of com- 
ing out of the gate behind the slow horses. 

In his stories in the San Francisco 
Examiner, Bernard has pointed out some- 
thing that is very true. He argues that 
horses, from the time they are yearlings 
frisking in a paddock, are accustomed to 
bumping and jostling one another. But 
they don’t go around running into fences 
or banging into obstructions, even if the 
obstructions are padded. In a recent story 
he had this to say and I quote because I 
have a respect for this man’s opinion: 


“Although some of the starts have 
looked pretty ragged I do not put in with 
some of the criticism directed against the 
starter, Sid Swanson, who came to Holly- 
wood Park with a fine reputation. 


“Since the installation of the gate ex- 
tensions some of the fast breakers are 
often hampered when they slam against 
them to the point where the slow horses 
are frequently beating the quick ones 
away from the gate. Few of them recover 
and a great number of races have been 
won and lost at the start through no fault 
of the starter. 


“Some of the jockeys have complained 
that the extensions are a dangerous hazard 
and several horses have had their sides 
seared by scraping against the heavy me- 
chanical equipment. If they are going to 
keep making the horses run out of those 
funnels they ought to at least grease 
them.” 


That gives you an idea. Well, since the 
above piece reached print, Hollywood 
Park went to the trouble to prepare a 
film short dealing with the gate exten- 
sions. They dug back into the archives, 
and reprinted pictures of starts before 
the extensions were used and then they 
brought on some of the newer films to 
show how the starts have improved. The 
film is ready for release. and if you ac- 
cept the evidence of what the pictures 
show you have to admit the gate exten- 
sions have brought about a vast improve- 
ment in the starts of races. 


The films, when shown the Turf writers 
at Hollywood Park, were preceded by a 
brief talk by Wendell Cassidy, the pre- 
siding steward and the man who thought 
up the 414-foot extensions on the starting 
gate. He explained that Hollywood Park, 
in introducing the gate extensions, felt 
that it was contributing something worth- 
while to the sport. 

“But we are not going to be bullheaded 
about it,” he said. “All we ask is a fair 
trial for the gate extensions. If they prove 
to be a good thing, so much the better for 
racing. Other tracks are welcome to adopt 
them. If it turns out they are not good, 
we will drop them. But it hardly seems 
like a fair test to use the gate extensions 
at one meeting, and then eliminate them 
at all other tracks in California for the 
remainder of the year.” 

Bert Thompson, western representa- 
tive of the Jockeys’ Guild, added, that his 
organization had conducted a vote and 
the verdict of the riders unanimously 
favored continued use of the gate exten- 
sions. They asked that the extensions be 
given a trial at Del Mar, which is the 
next stop. and possibly other tracks in 
California. It would seem that the jockeys 
are in the best position to judge whether 
the gate extensions have straightened out 
they believe they are that is good enough 
for me. 

My own opinion has always been that 
the gate extensions have straightened out 
the starts exceedingly well. It is one of 
the few subjects about racing on which 
I disagree with Bernard. I don’t put in 


Maurice Bernard's Observations 


The following comment by Mr. Bernard on the starting gate at 
Hollywood Park appeared in the San Francisco Examiner of 
June 25: 


Hollywood Park stewards express the opinion that some 
day every race track in America will be using the starting 
gate extensions. 

Well, the jury is still out in this one, for there is a wide 
difference of opinion, and at any rate the trend isn’t going to 
start at the next town. 

Webb Everett, general manager of the Del Mar race track, 
is going to rent the same starting gate from the Puett com- 
pany and remove the extensions. 

“IT would leave them on if there were any improvement,” 


said Everett. “But most of the horsemen and others I have 
talked to don’t like them.” 


. . . Because I have been critical that the gate extensions 
often check the speed of fast-breaking horses so that the slow 
ones beat them out of the gate, I was invited to the projection 
room to see the motion pictures of quite a few starts I had 
not already seen. 

The pictures convinced me that my observations were not 
optical illusions. Too many races are being decided at the 
start rather than at the finish. Speed horses that break poorly 
have to burn themselves out dashing into contention, then 
they tire readily and too many races are not truly run. 

For example, Sky Maid slammed into one of the exten- 
sions and was outbroken on both sides. But she was rushed to 
the front and stopped to be beaten by four lengths in 1:00 flat 
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with his theory that extensions handicap 
certain horses. But I do believe that the 
starting of races is still a business that 
depends pretty much on the ability of the 
man in the starter’s stand, and that goes 
whether there are extensions or not on 
the gate. A good starter will very prob- 
ably get better starts by using a gate on 
which there are extensions; a poor starter 
is going to get bad starts regardless. 

Swanson is a good starter, and in this 
reporter’s notebook he has done a fine job 
this season. The man is absolutely fair and 
honest, and well liked by trainers and 
jockeys. They find it very easy to work 
with him. In fact, trainers like him so 
well that a number have gotten together 
and will request the various tracks to 
use him exclusively on the California cir- 
cuit. He has certainly done a capable job 
at Hollywood Park—which is more than 
can be said about some recent race meet- 
ings out this way—and if it were not for 
the hullabaloo in the public prints about 
the gate extensions, I think most of the 
fans would have forgotten a long time 
ago that they were on there.

than the argument over the gate exten- 
sions. Stewards disqualified the first two 
horses under the wire, Tringle Rock and 
Wentaway, and gave the race to the horse 
that actually finished third, Lion. When 
the numbers came down, you never heard 
such booing in all your life. Most of the 
Bronx cheers seemed to be for Johnny 
Longden, who had nothing at all to do 
with it except that he rode the eventual 
winner, Lion. Longden did not claim a 
foul. It was a stewards’ inquiry, and when 
they asked him later if he had been 
fouled, Johnny, quick on the trigger, re- 
sponded with a, “Well, I guess so... .” 
Anyway, they gave it to him, even if he 
did not deserve it. 

What happened was this: Tringle Rock, 
in front all the way, drifted out ever so 
slightly inside the last sixteenth. Mean- 
while Wentaway, on the outside, bore in 
very badly. As he came over on Tringle 
Rock, the two horses formed a wedge di- 
rectly in front of Lion. The latter couldn't 
have gotten through unless he took a few 
quick lessons in pole vaulting, but the 
point is he was not going to catch Tringle 
Rock no matter what happened. Take 
Wentaway out of the race, and there 


would have been no inquiry, no foul, no 
booing, no nothing. 

Wentaway was the only horse that 
should have been disqualified. Tringle 
Rock’s only fault, as far as I could see, 
was that he was on the race track at the 
time that Wentaway came over. It so hap- 
pened that I had a small rooting interest 
in Lion, and I can honestly say that it is 
the only time I was ever sorry I won. 


THE COVER: STEEPLECHASERS 


At the last brush jump in Delaware 
Park’s Georgetown Steeplechase Handicap, 
the Rokeby Stable’s Crooning Wind and 
Genancoke (the gray) were jumping as a 
team. But in the run to the wire, Croon- 
ing Wind drew away to win by four 
lengths in 3:4044, a new record for the 
two miles. Oedipus got up for second, and 
Genancoke finished third.

for five furlongs. Next time out she broke cleanly and won 
by four lengths in :5914. 

The pictures also gave the impression that the gate ex- 
tensions might constitute a mental hazard for either horse 
or jockey, or perhaps both. 

Sometimes the horse will break cleanly but the rider will 
come out standing up, as if anticipating a shoulder block. 

There is much stumbling and bobbling at the start that 
should not happen on a track with such excellent footing as 
Hollywood Park’s. 

The victim is almost always a fast breaker. Except for 
chronic slow breakers like Blenquita and Short Sale and Carry 
Message, the slow ones are seldom bothered. They just stroll 
out at their leisure. and often find themselves in front of front 
runners. 

There is a theory that if a horse did not hit the gate ex- 


tension he would hit another horse, but this is not necessarily 
so. A quick one might be a length on top after the first jump. 

Nobody will deny that there was much bumping before the 
extensions were installed, but horses seem to bounce off each 
other more easily than off the mechanical equipment, which 
sometimes knocks them completely off stride. Horses are used 
to bumping each other from the time they are weaned and go 
frolicking on the farm. 

For purposes of comparison, the stewards have assembled 
a series of selected short subjects. Some of the most ragged 
starts from the standard gate are shown, followed by some 
clean color shots from the gate extensions, explaining how 
they “straightened” the horses. 

They honored me with a preview of this movie, which is 
designed to “sell” the extensions to the press, to horsemen, 
jockeys and others....

New Program 
At Santa Anita 


A program. of 29 stakes races has been 
announced for the 1951-52 winter meet- 
ing at Santa Anita Park. In past seasons 
the California course has offered 12 stakes 
races, but the new policy of the manage- 
ment is to distribute the stakes money 
over a wider range of races. 


Five of the regular stakes have not been 
changed. They are the $100,000-guaran- 
teed Santa Anita Handicap, the Santa 
Anita Maturity (expected to gross about 
$200,000), the $100,000-added Santa 
Anita Derby, the $50,000-added Santa 
Margarita Handicap, and the $50,- 
000-added San Juan Capistrano Handi- 
cap. Besides these races there will be 
seven stakes at $25,000 added, seven 
at $20,000 added, and ten at $15,000 
added. Mid-week stakes will be run at 
Santa Anita for the first time, and two 
stakes will be raced on some Saturdays. 


The usual daily program will be made 
up of eight races on this basis: one at 
$7,500, one at $5,000, one at $4,000, two 
at $3,500, one at $3,000, and two at 
$2,500. The varied distribution is in line 
with the track’s pelicy of better purses 
for better horses, it was stated by Carleton 
F. Burke, director of racing at the Los 
Angeles course. The new stakes follow the 
usual Santa Anita naming policy in that 
they are named for missions, pueblos, 
ranchos, and Spanish land grants.

Out Point was foaled on May 12, 1948, at 
Elsmeade Farm, Lexington, where the Lazy F 
Ranch horses are under the care of C. F. White. 
From nine starts at two last year he gained two 
seconds and a third, and failed to earn a listing 
on the Experimental Free Handicap. He broke 
his maiden this year at Jamaica on April 21. Like 
other trainers racing principally in New York, Oleg 
Dubassoff, the Lazy Ranch trainer, enters some 
of his horses in New England stakes and handicaps, 
ships them up for a race if conditions seem fav- 
orable. Mr. Dubassoff had things correctly 
appraised for the Yankee Handicap. At 108 pounds 
his colt was quite favorably weighted, with the 
result that Out Point won his second race of the 
year and his first stakes. He lay behind Alerted 
and Blentigo until the far turn, then moved ahead 
to win by three lengths over the Hampton and 
Lowe horses, both of which formerly raced for 
Calumet Farm. Behind the first three horses the 
field was well strung out. 


Out Point is the second stakes winner of the 
year for his sire, the Greentree Stable’s Shut Out, 
which also sired One Hitter, winner of the recent 
Massachusetts Handicap. Shut Out won the Yan- 
kee Handicap in 1942 and One Hitter was second 
in the race in 1949. All told, Out Point is the 
fourth stakes winner for Shut Out. 

The Lazy F Ranch stable is owned by Mrs. Wil- 
liam S. Farish and her daughter, Mrs. Edward 
H. Gerry. 

Briarhone, the dam of Out Point, has a year- 
ling colt by Bimelech and a filly foal by Shut Out. 
She was bred this year to *Goya II.

E. Gay Drake’s Mineola Farm, Lexington, where 
Mrs. Louis Lazare boards Smart Sheila, dam of 
the Queens County Handicap winner. The son of 
Reaping Reward raced only twice at two, ended 
the season with a first and a third to his credit. 
But the following year (1950) he developed into a 
leading sprinter, and won the Select, Fleetwing, 
and Interborough Handicaps, plus seconds in the 
Swift Stakes and the New Rochelle Handicap. 
The Daily Racing Form selectors named him the 
best sprinter of the year. 


The Queens County Handicap was the second 


win and first stakes victory of 1951 for Sheilas 
Reward, and was his first start in a race at 
farther than seven furlongs. He received weight 
from Lights Up and Piet, which offered the prin- 
cipal contention. He went to the front almost at 
once, led by five lengths on the backstretch, and 
was under a drive to beat Lights Up by two 
length. Piet raced well forward, 
near the wire.

15 starts for 15 wins and £21.590 in 
money. a record for New Zealand. But

days of Great War I. a filly from Hawke’s 
Bay. who raced as Desert Gold. built up 
a wonderful sequence of 19 wins, all of 
them coming in classic and weight-for- 
age races and extending over three sea- 
sons. Gloaming. a New Zealand-owned 
but Australian-bred gelding, equalled the 
feat. Then the Australian horse *Ajax 
was within one point of the record when 
Spear Chief brought about his unexpected 
defeat in the Rawson Stakes in Sydney. 

That mighty New Zealander—he made 
his name in Australia-Carbine, built up 
a sequence of 15 wins in earlier years. He 
was later sold to go to England. where as 
a sire he had a tremendous influence on 
bloodstock in Europe. Phar Lap, who was 
also bred in this country. claimed 14 suc- 
cessive wins, and it was unfortunate that 
he was a gelding. Still later *Bernbor- 
ough, now in *America, worked on terms 
with Carbine with 15 wins. but their rec- 
ord is now in danger. 

Mainbrace has gone into retirement for 
the winter, but his trainer is anxious to 
take his representative across the Tasman 
to have a tilt at the Australians and their 


big prize money. However, the joint-own- 
ers of the colt are not keen, so he may 
be kept for racing in his own country and 
subsequently go to the stud here. 

Admiral’s Luck, the sire of Mainbrace, 
was only a modest winner in England, but 
he was a son of the Hurry On horse Pre- 
cipitation, winner of the Ascot Gold Cup, 
Ascot King Edward Stakes, Jockey Club 
Stakes. Hyperion Stakes, etc. He arrived 
here without any great flourish of trum- 
pets. and the majority of the mares he 
served were of ordinary class. Neverthe- 
less, he has left a whole host of winners. 
Unfortunately, he died in his third season 
at the stud and before he had established 
himself. 


On the maternal side, today’s champion 
comes from Maneroo, who was by ‘Sieg- 
fried—an English sire who left some good 
ones in Hawke’s Bay—from the Hallow- 
mas mare Haligan, a half sister to Bonny 
Note, a good winner in Australia. Bonny 
Helen, the dam of Haligan, won the N. Z. 
Oaks. Wanganui Guineas, etc., and was 
a sister to Bonny Portland. the dam of 
Reremoana, winner of 24 races and one 
of the greatest milers of all time. Even 
though Maneroo did little on the Turf, 
the mating with Admiral’s Luck certainly 
produced something well worthwhile, for 
Mainbrace is a freak galloping machine. 
A front runner, he is as game as they 
are made, for he fights on when the chal- 
lenges come.

Star-Enfin was bred by Mrs. Elizabeth N. Gra- 
ham’s Maine Chance Farm at Leslie Combs II’s 
Spendthrift Farm, Lexington. Her foaling date 
was April 19, 1949. She was intended for Mrs. 
Graham’s racing stable, and was sent South in 
the fall of 1950 for training. She developed a 


splint, and with another Star Pilot filly named 
Forever Star, which also had gone amiss, was 
sold to Brae Burn Farm, which represents the 
racing interests of James McCue, Benjamin O’Shea, 
and Frank Heller. The Astoria Stakes was the 
fifth start and fourth win for the daughter of Star 
Pilot, which received her only defeat at the hands 
of Papoose in the Polly Drummond Stakes, on 
June 13. 

During most of the 5% furlongs of the Astoria 
the battle was between Star-Enfin and Cigar Maid, 
with the latter in the lead into the stretch. At 
about the sixteenth-pole Star-Enfin got in front and 
Cigar Maid faded, yielding also to Goddess and 
Isograde, to be unplaced for the first time in her 
brief career. 

Star-Enfin is the first winner for the young stal- 
lion Star Pilot, which is owned by Mrs. Graham’s 
Maine Chance Farm and stands at Spendthrift 
Farm. She is from his first crop of nine foals. 
Star Pilot was a leading 2-year-old of 1945 (126 
in the Experimental Free Handicap, level with 
Revoked and Spy Song, two pounds below Lord 
Boswell). He won the Hopeful, Belmont Futurity 
and Pimlico Futurity Stakes and the Ardsley 
Handicap, and was second in the Grand Union 
Hotel and the Champagne Stakes, earning $165,- 
385. At three he was second to Knockdown, his 
stablemate, in the Santa Anita Derby. His later 
career was interrupted by injury and he never 
regained his form.

FIRES OF 1951 


Thirty-one harness horses were destroyed 
by fire on June 7 at the Buffalo Raceway, 
Hamburg, N. Y. Fire officials believe that 
the $350,000 blaze was probably caused 
by a carelessly tossed cigarette. 

Other fires this year include a $63,000 
fire at Evansville, Ind., in January, which 
caused the death of seven show horses. 
Farmhands were treating the tackroom 
floor, which had been dried by a blow 
torch, when the mix exploded. 


OBITUARY 


Fred A. Smith 


F. A. Smith, one of America’s leading 
lightweight race riders, died in a hospital 
at Inglewood, Calif., on June 28 as a re- 
sult of injuries received in a spill at Holly- 
wood Park. The mishap occurred when 
Folletin, the horse he was riding in the 
last race of the day, stumbled soon after 
the start. Smith was thrown into the air 
and landed heavily on the track. Death 
resulted from head injuries. 

Freddie Smith was born at Camaguey, 
Cuba, in 1913, the son of an American 
father and a Cuban mother. He began 
riding in 1933, and at his death had been 
on nearly 8,000 mounts, including more 
than 1,200 winners. A natural lightweight, 
his slight stature enabled him to make 
low weights without difficulty. During the 
Hollywood Park meeting he had several 
mounts at 103 pounds. 

Smith rode Bimelech in most if not all 
of his races at two and three, accounting 
for the Futurity Stakes and the Blue 
Grass, Preakness, and Belmont Stakes, 
among other stakes wins. He won many 
other major races, such as the Dixie 
Handicap with Sun Again, the Equipoise 
Mile with Best Seller, four runnings of 
the Lincoln Handicap (twice with Take 
Wing), the Edward J. Fleming Memorial 
Handicap with Miss Dogwood, and so on. 


Everett C. Furnas 


Everett C. Furnas, 69, died at Lexing- 
ton on June 28. He was the father-in-law 
of Thomas Daniels, owner of Broadmoor 
Farm, and had been making his home at 
the farm. Burial was at Lexington. 


About two weeks later 17 race horses 
perished in a fire at the State Fairground, 
Phoenix, Ariz. The barn, considered 
“fireproof,” went up in 30 minutes. 

In March, 15 trotting horses were de- 
stroyed when fire swept through their 
barns at New Jersey’s Trenton State Fair 
Grounds. It was believed that the fire 
started in an oil stove in the corner of 
the barn and spread through stacks of 
hay. 

A flash fire in April at Beulah Park, 
Columbus, Ohio, demolished a 36-stall 
barn in seven minutes, causing the death 
of 22 Thoroughbred horses and a stable 
pony. Three horses, severely burned, had 
to be destroyed later. Officials believed 
the estimated $61,000 damage might have 
been caused by a cigarette. 

The worst race track fire in Canadian 
history took a toll of 18 Thoroughbred 
horses at the Blue Bonnets course, Mon- 
treal, in May. The fire occured~36 hours 
prior to the opening of the 1951 Quebec 
racing season.

Hur stland Histor y. The terrific ee 


duel between Battlefield and Alerted in the Shevlin 
Stakes last Saturday recalled to Charles Nuckols a 
similar hammer and tongs battle in the same event 
eleven years ago. In that race one of his Hurstland- 
breds, Jacomar, set a new track record of 1:424%, a 
mark which still stands, to get the photo verdict 
over Carrier Pigeon. 


It was the second time a Hurstland-bred had won 
the Aqueduct feature as two years before Mythical 
King had defeated The Chief. Coincidentally, both 
winners were out of the same mare, Gay Omar. 
Charles Nuckols had sold them as yearlings and 
each poved bargains. Manhasset Stable purchased 
Mythical King for $3,800. His Shevlin score alone 
netted $5,225. When he retired several years later 
his total earnings were more than $35,000. 

Jacomar was a $9,000 yearling but racing for Maine 
Chance Farm he earned almost $20,000. 

As raising horses is strictly a business with the 
Nuckols, satisified customers are their best asset. 
Among yearlings that they sold last year was Er- 
rard’s Guide, the year before Sir Bee Bum. This 
year they are offering an even dozen at Keeneland,

TRACK RECONDITIONING 


Measures now are being taken to rem- 
edy faults which developed after the re- 
construction of the Santa Anita Park rac- 
ing strip. Dr. Charles H. Strub, executive 
vice president of the Los Angeles track, 
has taken personal charge of the program, 
whose purpose is to recondition the racing 
strip and “to regulate its uniformity, prop- 
er racing condition, and safety during the 
training and racing seasons . . . It is the 
plan at Santa Anita Park to regulate the 
track so that beating track records will 
be unimportant. The proper base founda- 
tion and the top cushion will be main- 
tained to permit horses to train and to 
race free of injury and to set uniform 
times and performances, according to 
their class and weather conditions,” Dr. 
Strub has stated. 

A cover crop now is being grown on the 
track. This will be tilled into the cushion 
to provide humus.
